Ideal Date for Defense Day 
(Colton Courier) 

For one hundred and forty-nine years. the 
Fourth of July has been known as the anni- 
versary of the Deelaration of Independence. 
For perhaps a hundred years, the observance 
of the anniversary on July Fourth retained 
the character of a national celebration of an 
historie event, and for something like forty- 
nine years the Fourth of July has been merely 
a national holiday with the original event so 
remote in the background of national_ history 
that firecrackers and lemons and watermelons 
have been the motive in a larger sense than 
historical recollection. 

After all, isn’t President Coolidge’s desig- 
nation of July Fourth as national Defense 
Day a most sagacious move from several view- 
joints? The suggestion that Armistice Day 
be the date for the defense test was not satis- 
factory to the millions of living veterans of 
the World War who hold that Jay of first 
importance in the whole year because of its 
frst meaning and designation. To select a 
Jate not heretofore set aside for any national 
purpose as a holiday would create another 
blank in the business and commerce of the 
country. 

The designation of July Fourth as Defense 
Day does not detract from the original char- 
acter of the holiday, but rather serves to re- 
mind us of the true meaning of the day ani 
again injects into its observance the patriot- 
ism and reconsecration to country that made 
it the favorite holiday for a century or more. 

Moreover, the conception of the anniversary 
of national independence, or the move for it, 
is germane with the conception of an annual 
survey of man-power for the purpose of keep- 
ing careful check upon the resources avail- 
able for the continued defense and everlasting 
enjoyment of the independence asserted upon 
July 4, 1776, and never for a- moment since 
that day interrupted.

Unskilled Labor 
(Pomona Bulletin) 

The number of unskilled laborers who left 
the United States during the first ten months 
of the immigration law was about 60 per cent 
more than the number admitted. This state- 
ment will cause alarm to people who have 
been asking where the country is going to 
get its unskilled laborers. 

The great majority of the young men want 
‘“white collar’’ jobs, and there is a shortage 
of people willing to take their coats off and 
do the dirty work. Such workers could be 
had. if their pay was very much increased, 
but this means an increase in all kinds of 
prices. , ~~ 

Possibly the shortage of unskilled labor will 
not be so serious as it appears, .because so 
many aliens are being smuggled across the 
lorder. It seems unfortunate that the country 


has to depend on workers who slip in con- . 


trary to law, because if they broke the law 
coming in, they may break if after they get 
here. Those who are able to pass the tests 
at the regular immigration stations would be 
a more desirable element. Still the illegal 
immigrants are here, and while they should 
be sent home if their illegal entry can be dis- 
eovered, in many cases that is not possible. 
Those that reman should be put to work. 

lf unskilled labor is searce the country will 
have to depend on machinery to do what hu- 
man hands used to do. This is the most satis- 
factory way. 

We do not want to encourage the unskilled 
laborer to remain unskilled. The machine 
must take his place to a large extent. If the 
unskilled laborer remains unskilled, he is 
sometimes fruit for the most radical soap box 
orator, but the automatic machine never lis- 
tens to agitators and bolshevists, and, never 
breaks people’s heads in any riot.

What Two Cents Will Do 


Postmaster General Harry S. New, efficient 
head of ‘‘the biggest business in the world,’’ 
the United States Postal Service, writes in the 
June number of the National Republic: 

‘‘No mail service equals that of the United 
States in the speed with which letters are 
transported to great distances. In no other 
country may citizens mail such large and 
heavy packages by parcel post. No other 
country is so honeyecombed with rural free 
delivery routes or approaches the service fur- 
nished by the United States to its rural in- 
habitants either in the rich farming sections 
or in those more sparsely settled where de- 
livering mail is done, of a necessity at a loss. 

‘Ror two cents the citizen of Miami, Fia., 
may send a letter by domestic mail to Point 
Barrow, Alaska, or to the Philippine Islands. 
A still greater distance may be covered by 
international mail at the same cost. From 


- Point Barrow, Alaska, a one-ounce letter may 


be sent to Terra del Fuego, atthe southern- 
most point of South America. For that mat- 
ter the two-cent stamp will take a letter from 
the United States to any country in the. wes- 
tern hemispheres with the exception of Chile, 
French and Dutch Guiana, Venezuela, and 
the islands of Martinique and Guadelupe. 

‘““Mwo cents will carry ‘an ounce letter to 
Great Britain and to far-off New Zealand in 
the South Seas, but a letter from either of 
these countries to this country requires a 
three-cent stamp. Spain may be reached for 
two cents but the reply postage will cost five 
cents. Any other country in the world may 
be reached for five cents, although it was only 
sixty years ago when a letter to Australia 
cost $2.04. f 

‘*An idea of the firm foundation upon which 
the American postal service is built may be 
visualized by the fact that it was the only one 
in the world, the personnel of which was not 
demoralized by the World War. In other 
countries deliveries were cut one-third and 
the service maintained only then on a skele- 
ton basis by the drafting of women to carry 
the mails, 

‘‘*The American railway mail service is the 
greatest in the world principally, of course, on 
account of the immense railway system in this 
country. Because of the great preponderence 
of mail in this country more mechanical con- 
trivances and labor saving devices are utilized 
in its dispatch probably than in all of the 
other countries combined,’’ :

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Our Earthquakes 


Wan Bernardino Telegram) 
An occasional earthquake appears to bulk 
in importance with the climatic vicissitudes 


_ constantly suffered by other portions of the 
United States only because of its rarity. Its 


damage to life and property is absurdly in- 
finitesimal as comapred with the meteoro- 
logieal phenomena which periodically and at 
frequent intervals collect their toll of death, 
suffering and property losses in those sections 
of the republic less favored by Providence. 

California’s earthquakes are infrequent, 
while’ the tornadoes and cyclones of other 
sections are common. California’s earth- 
quakes: rarely kill while the hurricanes of 
the middle west decimate great population 
centers in the twinkling of an eye. Califor- 
nia’s earthquakes restrict their property dam- 
age to a comparatively small area while the 
great storms of the Atlantic Coast and the 
central s:ates sweep great sections as with the 
sickle of a Titan réaper. eee eee 

Earthquakes terrify in utter disproportion 
to their capacity for mischief because they 
are manifestations of nature man cannot 
chart accurately or understand clearly. They 
hold all the terrors of the unknown. Man 
never so comprehensively grasps his own ut-. 
ter unimportance as when his domicile, his 
refuge from the annoyances and vexations of 
an imperfect world, writhes as though care- 
lessly clutched by a giant hand, and his fa- 
miliar physical environment is recklessly set 
adrift from control of those natural laws 
which seem as permanent as they are familiar. 
Neither his own experiences nor the agegre- 
gate wisdom of-the ages to which this gen- 
eration is heir has fitted him to-cope with the 
temblor. When the earth trembles man con- 
fronts forces he did not unleash nor can he 
bring to heel. 

Science helps 8 little yet science is able to 
assure that when there has been a severe re- 
adjustment of the earth’s formation, another 
of any importance before a considerable lapse 
of time is most unlikely. Earthquakes do not 
share with lightning an aversion for repeti- 
tion, but they repeat only at long intervals. 
The section which has just experienced a se- 
vere temblor may go cheerfully about the 
business of rebuilding in confidence that the 
youths of the day are likely to be graybeards 
before a reptition of the catastrophe need be 
feared. 

The elements are beyond control today as 
they have always been, and as they are al- 
ways likely to be. That section which the 
records of many years show to be least likely 
to suffer from them is the section to which
